MELODY OF LOVE JUST A WEARYIN' FOR YOU

BILLY VAUGHN . . . 

It’s a long way from the tonsorial palace on the town square 
in Glasgow, Ky., (Pop. 7,026) to the heights of Tin Pan Alley 
but it was only a hop, skip and an eight bar jump for Billy 
Vaughn, America’s new King of Melody and the most talked about 
personality in the world of flats and sharps in more than a decade. 

A few short years ago. this quiet, almost-shy, ex-highschool 
halfback was on the verge of making barbering (he’s got a Ken¬ 
tucky hair clipping license) his lifetime work. Today he’s recog¬ 
nized as one of the nation’s greatest arrangers, a most accomplished 
conductor, and a highly successful song writer whose hit tunes 
have sold millions of records. 

This then is the story of Billy Vaughn—an exciting story of 
an almost phenomenal rise to stardom that reached an early peak 

in the Spring of 1955 when four songs with which he was identi¬ 

fied were among 

THE FIRST FIVE IN THE ENTIRE COUNTRY! 

The biographers of even such as Irving Berlin, or Cole Porter 

or the fabulous Rodgers-Hammerstein duo could not match this 

record. 

Yet no one, least of all Billy, could have forseen this when 
Alvis Vaughn’s only son began his working career as chief sweeper- 
upper and apprentice barber in his dad’s shop. Up until then it 
had been a normal, almost uneventful life for young Billy. Born 
in the quaint little farm town of Glasgow, not far from Bowling 
Green, Kv., Billy had become a football star at high school in the 
days preceding World War II. 

His three sisters all had musical training but Billy just “picked 
it up”— starting by plunking out tunes on a banjo. Many times 
with his friend Albert Henry Shirley (he played a fiddle) and kid 
sister Coogy (she supplied vocals) Billy would stage impromptu 
concerts in the town square. 

Soon his local fame as a musician spread and Billy was playing 
all the high school dances in and around Glasgow. Piano, banjo, 
woodwinds, trumpet—he mastered ’em all despite the fact that to 
this day lie’s never had a bit of formal musical education. 

Many a Saturday night he’d travel from one end of the state 
to the other to play a dance after a bruising football game. 

“All our games were hard.” explains Billy. “We didn't have 
what you would call an outstanding team.” 

After high school, Billy attended Western Kentucky State Col¬ 
lege — that is until the same uncle that called upon so many of 
his nephews to don khaki sent word for him. 

In the Army he became an arranger and musician in a Ground 
Forces Band—a job at which he attained “held over” status for 
almost five years. 

After the war, young Mr. Vaughn joined several itinerant bands 
in the South. But always after a particularly long and tiring road 
trip he’d vow to quit and “settle down” and resume barbering. By 
now he had married a pretty young girl from Mississippi and a 
family was on the way. 

Meanwhile, he was writing songs whenever he found a chance. 
Most of them were of the hillbilly variety.

“None of them exactly set the world on fire”, he recalls with 
a gentle grin,” although one did get recorded by a major label. It 
was called “Dirty Dishes”, of all things, and I’m still getting oc¬ 
casional royalty checks.” 

Early in 1952 came the break that was soon to send him rac¬ 
ing up the ladder to fame. Billy and three of his friends made a 
demonstration record of a song of his called “Trying”. 

Disc jockey Bill Stamps in Bowling Green played the record 
until it was literally “scratched through” and sent another copy 
to Randy Wood, owner of Dot Records in nearby Gallatin, Tenn. 
After hearing it, the latter raced to Bowling Green to have the 
boys record it again at Van Meter Hall on the campus of Western 
Kentucky. 

From this emerged Billy Vaughn’s first hit record as well as 
the birth of a soon-to-be-famous group called the Hilltoppers. 

The record of “Trying” ran up three quarters of a million in 
sales. Rapidly now, a succession of hits followed including Billy’s 
own “I’d Rather Die Young” and “To Be Alone”, as well as 
“From The Vine Came The Grapes”, “Till Then”, and many 
others. 

By now Billy Vaughn had retired his barber’s shears for good 
-somewhat in the manner of another show business great, Perry 
Como, who shed a white jacket in favor of radio, tv and a bulging 
bank account. 

What with singing with the Hilltoppers, arranging and conduct¬ 
ing and writing, Mr. V had become an extremely busy young man. 

It was at this point that Randy Wood—a fairly astute judge 
of talent—persuaded Billy to move to Gallatin and take a job as 
musical director for the fast expanding activities of Dot Records. 

Billy now became chief arranger and conductor for such stars 
as Johnny Maddox, the Fontane Sisters, Pat Boone, Jimmy Sacca 
and others. 

From his prolific pen flowed such tremendous hit arrangements 
as the Fontane’s “Hearts of Stone"—No. 1 in the nation for many 
weeks—. the beautiful “Melody of Love” which is well on its way 
to becoming a “standard”, “Crazy Otto Medley”, (Billy’s delight¬ 
ful “change of pace”), and the rythmic “Rock Love”. With these 
four in the “first five”, Billy had another song, “Darlin” poised 
in 19th place, ready to move up into the magic circle. 

Billy has no set pattern for turning out the hits. 

“I only believe in one thing as far as music is concerned,” he 
says. “I think that people just love nice melodies—songs that they 
can whistle, hum or sing. That’s what I try to get into my ar¬ 
rangements and songs 

“Simple things I find are the best. Take ‘Melody of Love’, for 
example. This is a simple children’s piano exercise. Randy thought 
that it would make a beautiful waltz—and it did. 

“That’s my only formula for whatever success I have had. I 
think that the public will always like pretty melodies—and long 
after the fads have been forgotten,” he concludes. 

And all Tin Pan Alley hopes that Mr. Billy Vaughn—the new 
King of Melody—will be around for a long time writing and ar¬ 
ranging them.

Les was born March 14, 1912, in Reinertown, Pennsylvania and took piano lessons before 
he was eight. Unfortunately, not much progress was made at the keyboard. Then one day Les watched his father and three uncles 
play an amateur sax quartet. Les got hold of his Dad's curved soprano sax and suddenly showed real mterest m mustc. Through 
his high school years Les studied and practiced and, by the time he entered the Conservatory of Music in Ithaca, New York, in 
1926, he was ahead of the other students who played sax. 

From Ithaca Les went to Duke, where he and an enthusiastic group of collegians deter¬ 
mined to form a band. It was this combination which he took North in 1936 to play at Budd Lake in New Jersey, for the summer. 
The band was tagged the “Blue Devils" and under this moniker made some records before it broke up in September, 1937. 

Les became a much sought-after arranger for many of the top bands of the day and for 
music publishers. Although he was doing well financially, he yearned to wave the baton again. So, in the summer of 1938 he 
formed a new band, which did well at Mike Todd's Theatre Cafe in Chicago. Then came the Log Cabin in Armonk, New York, the 
Blackhawk in Chicago, the Palladium in Los Angeles, the Astor Roof in New York, and the Meadowbrook in Cedar Grove, New 
Jersey. Each stay extended far beyond the original schedule, and Les Brown soon became an accepted name in the music business 
— a name that was, and still is, synonymous with fine music.

STARS AND STRIPES FOREVER 

John Philip Sousa 


N EXT only to his musical genius, John Philip Sousa’s 
greatest characteristic was his patriotism. So it is 
appropriate that the greatest of his well over a hundred 
marches is STARS AND STRIPES FOREVER. Everyone 
knows it; everyone loves it; and few can listen to it with¬ 
out feeling an upswelling of patriotic emotion. 

All Sousa’s marches but the “Stars and Stripes” were 
written to order. “Stars and Stripes” came about this 
way: the composer and his wife were returning home 
after a vacation trip in Italy. All through the ocean 
voyage Sousa kept hearing in his mind’s ear unfamiliar 
band music — the same melodies repeating themselves 
endlessly. He did not write down a note until he landed 
in this country; when he did, he wrote it just as it was 
published and as it is known today: “The Stars and 
Stripes Forever.” It’s so well loved that determined 
efforts have been made to have it adopted as the national 
anthem, or at least the national air. And with the well 
known words (written by Sousa himself) “Hurrah for 
the Flag of the Free!”, it’s sung throughout the country 
on patriotic occasions. 

In the seventy-eight years of a busy, productive and 
happy life, Sousa wrote, in addition to his marches, ten 
operettas, more than fifty songs and a score of miscellane¬ 
ous compositions. “El Capitan” is the title song of one 
of the operettas, written in 1896 for the famous actor, 
DeWolf Hopper. The show was a success both here and 
abroad, but of the score, only the march is still played. 

Sousa had the ability, rare among composers, to write 
to order. One of his earliest marches, composed in 1877 


when Sousa was a young violinist playing in a Phila¬ 
delphia theater orchestra, rejoices in the title, “The Free 
Lunch Cadets.” The “High School Cadets” that you hear 
on this record came along in 1891. 

It’s appropriate that “America’s foremost musical inter¬ 
preter of patriotism” (Sigmund Spaeth) should have 
been horn in Washington, D.C. (1854). His father, a 
Spanish trombonist in the United States Marine Band, 
was born “Antonio So,” and is supposed to have arrived 
at the name “Sousa” by adding “U.S.A.” to his surname! 
He saw that his young son received good musical training. 

Young Sousa was not yet fourteen when he enlisted in 
the Marine Corps in 1868. He became bandmaster of the 
Corps in 1880 and held the post until 1892, when he gave 
it up to form his own band, with which he toured the 
world with resounding success. He died in Reading, 
Pennsylvania, in 1932, while on tour with his band. 

RCA Victor is proud to present again these well loved 
marches, as played by the famous Sousa band under the 
composer’s direction, and recorded between 1925 and 1928.

Geri Galian was born in Spain and studied at the Madrid Conservatory of Music —he is now an American 
citizen and served as a pilot in World War II. Galian, who has complete command of the piano keyboard, is 
recognized as one of the foremost musicians in the Latin American held and his personal appearances 
include the Hollywood Bowl, the Biltmore Theatre in Los Angeles, the Mark Hopkins Hotel in San Fran¬ 
cisco, and the Sands Hotel in Las Vegas. An entertainer whose artistry has received favorable comment by 
Walter Winchell on several occasions, Galian has served in a musical capacity in a number of motion 
pictures including The Treasure of Sierra Madre, Latin Lovers. The Stars Are Singing, The Caddy and 
Come Back Little Sheba. 

For his "X” Record album. Rhapsody in Rhythm, Volume 3, Geri Galian has included a selection of 
four diverse melodies. With the backing of his Caribbean Rhythm Boys, he demonstrates the brilliance that 
can be brought to various tunes by dressing them up in a Latin American vein. 

Probably the most generally popular tune in the album is Ebb Tide which recently scored an amazing 
success —it’s a tune tailor-made for Geri Galian and his Caribbean Rhythm Boys. Bobby Capo’s Piel Canela 
also lends itself handsomely to the Galian touch. Anitra’s Rhumba is an adaptation of Grieg’s Anitra’s 
Dance, and La Cumparza by the well-known Lecuona rounds out the quairtet. 

Additional selections by Geri Galian and his Caribbean Rhythm Boys are to be found in Volumes 1 
and 2 of Rhapsody in Rhythm. The keyboard artistry of Geri Galian and his inherent feeling for the Latin 
American beat make these three albums a "must” for collectors.

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STARS AND STRIPES FOREVER 

John Philip Sousa 


N EXT only to his musical genius, John Philip Sousa’s 
greatest characteristic was his patriotism. So it is 
appropriate that the greatest of his well over a hundred 
marches is STARS AND STRIPES FOREVER. Everyone 
knows it; everyone loves it: and few can listen to it with¬ 
out feeling an upswelling of patriotic emotion. 

All Sousa’s marches but the “Stars and Stripes” were 
written to order. “Stars and Stripes” came about this 
way: the composer and his wife were returning home 
after a vacation trip in Italy. All through the ocean 
voyage Sousa kept hearing in his mind’s ear unfamiliar 
band music — the same melodies repeating themselves 
endlessly. He did not write down a note until he landed 
in this country; when he did, he wrote it just as it was 
published and as it is known today: “The Stars and 
Stripes Forever.” It’s so well loved that determined 
efforts have been made to have it adopted as the national 
anthem, or at least the national air. And with the well 
known words (written by Sousa himself) “Hurrah for 
the Flag of the Free!”, it’s sung throughout the country 
on patriotic occasions. 

In the seventy-eight years of a busy, productive and 
happy life, Sousa wrote, in addition to his marches, ten 
operettas, more than fifty songs and a score of miscellane¬ 
ous compositions. “El Capitan” is the title song of one 
of the operettas, written in 1896 for the famous actor, 
DeWolf Hopper. The show was a success both here and 
abroad, but of the score, only the march is still played. 

Sousa had the ability, rare among composers, to write 
to order. One of his earliest marches, composed in 1877 


when Sousa was a young violinist playing in a Phila¬ 
delphia theater orchestra, rejoices in the title, “The Free 
Lunch Cadets.” The “High School Cadets” that you hear 
on this record came along in 1891. 

It’s appropriate that “America’s foremost musical inter¬ 
preter of patriotism” (Sigmund Spaeth) should have 
been born in Washington, D.C. (1854). His father, a 
Spanish trombonist in the United States Marine Band, 
was born “Antonio So,” and is supposed to have arrived 
at the name “Sousa” by adding “U.S.A.” to his surname! 
He saw that his young son received good musical training. 

Young Sousa was not yet fourteen when he enlisted in 
the Marine Corps in 1868. He became bandmaster of the 
Corps in 1880 and held the post until 1892, when he gave 
it up to form his own band, with which he toured the 
world with resounding success. He died in Reading, 
Pennsylvania, in 1932, while on tour with his band. 

RCA Victor is proud to present again these well loved 
marches, as played by the famous Sousa band under the 
composer’s direction, and recorded between 1925 and 1928.

BILLY VAUGHN . . . 


It’s a long way from the tonsorial palace on the town square 
in Glasgow, Kv., (Pop. 7,026) to the heights of Tin Pan Alley 
but it was only a hop, skip and an eight bar jump for Billy 
Vaughn, America’s new King of Melody and the most talked about 
personality in the world of flats and sharps in more than a decade. 

A few short years ago, this quiet, almost-shy, ex-highschool 
halfback was on the verge of making barbering (he’s got a Ken¬ 
tucky hair clipping license! his lifetime work. Today he’s recog¬ 
nized as one ot the nation’s greatest arrangers, a most accomplished 
conductor, and a highly successful song writer whose hit tunes 
have sold millions of records. 

This then is the story of Billy Vaughn—an exciting story of 
an almost phenomenal rise to stardom that reached an early peak 
in the Spring of 1955 when four songs with which he was identi¬ 
fied were among

The biographers of even such as Irving Berlin, or Cole Porter 
or the fabulous Rodgers-Hammerstein duo could not match this 

Yet no one, least of all Billy, could have forseen this when 
Alvis Vaughn’s only son began his working career as chief sweeper- 
upper and apprentice barber in his dad’s shop. Up until then it 
had been a normal, almost uneventful life for young Billy. Born 
in the quaint little farm town of Glasgow, not far from "Bowling 
Green, Ky.. Billy had become a football star at high school in the 
days preceding World War II. 

His three sisters all had musical training but Billy just “picked 
it up”—starting by plunking out tunes on a banjo. Many times 
with his friend Albert Henry Shirley (he played a fiddle) and kid 
sister Coogy (she supplied vocals) Billy would stage impromptu 
concerts in the town square. 

Soon his local fame as a musician spread and Billy was playing 
all the high school dances in and around Glasgow. Piano, banjo, 
woodwinds, trumpet—he mastered ’em all despite the fact that "to 
this day he’s never had a bit of formal musical education. 

Many a Saturday night he’d travel from one end of the state 
to the other to play a dance- after a bruising football game. 

“All our games were hard.” explains Billy. “We didn't have 
what you would call an outstanding team.” 

After high school, Billy attended Western Kentucky State Col¬ 
lege — that is until the same uncle that called upon "so many of 
his nephews to don khaki sent word for him. 

In the Army he became an arranger and musician in a Ground 
Forces Band—a job at which he attained “held over” status for 
almost five years. 

After the war, young Mr. Vaughn joined several itinerant bands 
in the South. But always after a particularly long and tiring road 
trip he’d vow to quit and “settle down” and resume barbering. By

“None of them exactly set the world on fire”, he recalls with 
a gentle grin,” although one did get recorded by a major label. It 
was called “Dirty Dishes”, of all things, and I’m still getting oc¬ 
casional royalty checks.” 

Early in 1952 came the break that was soon to send him rac¬ 
ing up the ladder to fame. Billy and three of his friends made a 
demonstration record of a song of his called “Trying”. 

Disc jockey Bill Stamps in Bowling Green played the record 
until it was literally “scratched through” and sent another copy 
to Randy Wood, owner of Dot Records in nearby Gallatin, Tenn. 
After hearing it, the latter raced to Bowling Green to have the 
boys record it again at Van Meter Hall on the campus of Western 
Kentucky. 

From this emerged Billy Vaughn’s first hit record as well as 
the birth of a soon-to-be-famous group called the Hilltoppers. 

The record of “Trying” ran up three quarters of a million in 
sales. Rapidly now, a succession of hits followed including Billy’s 
own “I’d Rather Die Young” and “To Be Alone”, as well as 
“From The Vine Came The Grapes”, “Till Then”, and many 

By now Billy Vaughn had retired his barber’s shears for good 
somewhat in the manner of another show business great, Perry 
Como, who shed a white jacket in favor of radio, tv and a bulging 
bank account. 

What with singing with the Hilltoppers, arranging and conduct¬ 
ing and writing, Mr. V had become an extremely busy young man. 

It was at this point that Randy Wood—a fairly astute judge 
of talent—persuaded Billy to move to Gallatin and take a job as 
musical director for the fast expanding activities of Dot Records. 

Billy now became chief arranger and conductor for such stars 
as Johnny Maddox, the Fontane Sisters, Pat Boone, Jimmy Sacca 
and others. 

From his prolific pen flowed such tremendous hit arrangements 
as tile Fontane’s "Hearts of Stone” No. 1 in the nation for many 
weeks—. the beautiful “Melody of Love” which is well on its way 
to becoming a ‘‘standard”, “Crazy Otto Medley”, (Billy’s delight- 
fid “change of pace”), and the rythmic “Rock Love”. With these 
four in the “first five”, Billy had another song, “Darlin” poised 
in 19th place, ready to move up into the magic circle. 

Billy has no set pattern for turning out the hits. 

“I only believe in one thing as far as music is concerned,” he 
says. “I think that people just love nice melodies—songs that they 
can whistle, hum or sing. That’s what I try to get into my ar- 

“Simple things I find are the best. Take ‘Melody of Love’, for 
example. This is a simple children’s piano exercise. Randy thought 
that it would make a beautiful waltz—and it did. 

“That’s my only formula for whatever success I have had. I 
think that the public will always like pretty melodies—and long 
after the fads have been forgotten,” he concludes. 

And all Tin Pan Alley hopes that Mr. Billy Vaughn—the new 
King of Melody—will be around for a long time writing and ar¬ 
ranging them.

. . . about les brown Everything that Les Brown has done — and he has done a lot — is different. He seems 
to have a faculty for coming up with the unusual. His choice is not only skillful but tasteful, as is proved by his previous Coral 
recordings, especially such albums as “Musical Weather Vane," “You're My Everything," and “Over The Rainbow. 

Les was born March 14, 1912, in Reinertown, Pennsylvania and took piano lessons before 
he was eight. Unfortunately, not much progress was made at the keyboard. Then one day Les watched his father and three uncles 
play an amateur sax quartet. Les got hold of his Dad's curved soprano sax and suddenly showed real interest in music. Through 
his high school years Les studied and practiced and, by the time he entered the Conservatory of Music in Ithaca, New York, in 

1926, he was ahead of the other students who played sax. . 

From Ithaca Les went to Duke, where he and an enthusiastic group of collegians deter¬ 
mined to form a band. It was this combination which he took North in 1936 to play at Budd Lake in New Jersey, for the summer. 
The band was tagged the “Blue Devils" and under this moniker made some records before it broke up in September, 1937. 

Les became a much sought-after arranger for many of the top bands of the day and for 
music publishers. Although he was doing well financially, he yearned to wave the baton ogain. So, in the summer of J938 he 
formed a new band, which did well at Mike Todd's Theatre Cafe in Chicago. Then came the Log Cabin in Armonk, New York, the 
Blackhawk in Chicago, the Palladium in Los Angeles, the Astor Roof in New York, and the Meadowbrook in Cedar Grove, New 
Jersey. Each stay extended far beyond the original schedule, and Les Brown soon became an accepted name u 
— a name that was, and still is, synonymous with fine music.

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STARS AND STRIPES FOREVER 

John Philip Sousa 


N EXT only to his musical genius, John Philip Sousa’s 
greatest characteristic was his patriotism. So it is 
appropriate that the greatest of his well over a hundred 
marches is STARS AND STRIPES FOREVER. Everyone 
knows it; everyone loves it: and few can listen to it with¬ 
out feeling an upswelling of patriotic emotion. 

All Sousa’s marches but the “Stars and Stripes” were 
written to order. “Stars and Stripes” came about this 
way: the composer and his wife were returning home 
after a vacation trip in Italy. All through the ocean 
voyage Sousa kept hearing in his mind’s ear unfamiliar 
band music — the same melodies repeating themselves 
endlessly. He did not write down a note until he landed 
in this country; when he did, he wrote it just as it was 
published and as it is known today: “The Stars and 
Stripes Forever.” It’s so well loved that determined 
efforts have been made to have it adopted as the national 
anthem, or at least the national air. And with the well 
known words (written by Sousa himself) “Hurrah for 
the Flag of the Free!”, it’s sung throughout the country 
on patriotic occasions. 

In the seventy-eight years of a busy, productive and 
happy life, Sousa wrote, in addition to his marches, ten 
operettas, more than fifty songs and a score of miscellane¬ 
ous compositions. “El Capitan” is the title song of one 
of the operettas, written in 1896 for the famous actor, 
DeWolf Hopper. The show was a success both here and 
abroad, but of the score, only the march is still played. 

Sousa had the ability, rare among composers, to write 
to order. One of his earliest marches, composed in 1877 


when Sousa was a young violinist playing in a Phila¬ 
delphia theater orchestra, rejoices in the title, “The Free 
Lunch Cadets.” The “High School Cadets” that you hear 
on this record came along in 1891. 

It’s appropriate that “America’s foremost musical inter¬ 
preter of patriotism” (Sigmund Spaeth) should have 
been born in Washington, D.C. (1854). His father, a 
Spanish trombonist in the United States Marine Band, 
was born “Antonio So,” and is supposed to have arrived 
at the name “Sousa” by adding “U.S.A.” to his surname! 
He saw that his young son received good musical training. 

Young Sousa was not yet fourteen when he enlisted in 
the Marine Corps in 1868. He became bandmaster of the 
Corps in 1880 and held the post until 1892, when he gave 
it up to form his own band, with which he toured the 
world with resounding success. He died in Reading, 
Pennsylvania, in 1932, while on tour with his band. 

RCA Victor is proud to present again these well loved 
marches, as played by the famous Sousa band under the 
composer’s direction, and recorded between 1925 and 1928.

Geri Galian was born in Spain and studied at the Madrid Conservatory of Music —he is now an American 
citizen and served as a pilot in World War II. Galian, who has complete command of the piano keyboard, is 
recognized as one of the foremost musicians in the Latin American field and his personal appearances 
include the Hollywood Bowl, the Biltmore Theatre in Los Angeles, the Mark Hopkins Hotel in San Fran¬ 
cisco, and the Sands Hotel in Las Vegas. An entertainer whose artistry has received favorable comment by 
Walter Winchell on several occasions, Galian has served in a musical capacity in a number of motion 
pictures including The Treasure of Sierra Aladre, Latin Lovers, The Stars Are Singing, The Caddy and 
Come Back Little Sheba. 

For his "X” Record album, Rhapsody in Rhythm, Volume 3. Geri Galian has included a selection of 
four diverse melodies. With the backing of his Caribbean Rhythm Boys, he demonstrates the brilliance that 
can be brought to various tunes by dressing them up in a Latin American vein. 

Probably the most generally popular tune in the album is Ebb Tide which recently scored an amazing 
success —it's a tune tailor-made for Geri Galian and his Caribbean Rhythm Boys. Bobby Capo’s Piel Canela 
also lends itself handsomely to the Galian touch. Anitra’s Rhumba is an adaptation of Grieg’s Anitra’s 
Dance, and La Cumparza by the well-known Lecuona rounds out the quartet. 

Additional selections by Geri Galian and his Caribbean Rhythm Boys are to be found in Volumes 1 
and 2 of Rhapsody in Rhythm. The keyboard artistry of Geri Galian and his inherent feeling for the Latin 
American beat make these three albums a "must” for collectors.
